Romans, and was a complete refutation of 
the Calvinistic interpretation of that re- 
markable and difficult chapter of St. Paul's

seen displayed in other quarters. 

At St. Patrick's Cathedral, he had been 
principally impressed with tbe grandeur 
and solidity of the massive edifice and 
the perfectly harmonious singing of the 
boys in the sanctuary choir.

In some respects, this timely lecture might be 
styled very radical, while from another stand- 
point it would appear conservative, The records
